Mrs. Anna O’'Donnell, Worker in Unique Craft,
Advises Taking Pride in Vocation
for Success

Ona woman molved the sudden and dis-
heartening problem of playing the double
rule of father and rllﬂﬂlriln her children
by finding out something the world wanted
done and then going and doing It Mra
Anna O'Donnedl, upon whose door nt 1821
North Twenty-first street o big metal sign
announces that she maken clergyman’s
kowns, told how she came to take up her
present occupation,

“What mads me take it
eame 1 to think of it?
and prossing Left suddenly with three
small children to support, 1 had to think
quickly of something which would not only
provide us with a living, but would allow
me, In addition, to stay at home and
mother my children.”

Mro. O'Donnell’'s skill with her needle and
A knowledge of talloring gained by helping
her brother, a tallor In the old country,
suggested womething along the same line.

She han
sven besn urged to makes robes for membars
of the legal profession, but had to refuse,
owing to.the pressure of her present busi-
ness

Unusual Quince Recipes

TUINCES are the ons frult which cannot
Q Wae have, however, be-
ecome accustomad to looking upon the
quince as a marmalade rather than as &
fruit that really can be canned like peachos,
pears or other frults

When selscting quinces for preserving
choose large, smooth fruits. Quinces are
distorted In shape usually, and it Ia, there-
fore, necessary to be especially watchful in
solecling them, because the little dark
bruises that may look only like “bumps”
on the frult are llkely to turn qulckly Into
discolorations and spoll the entire quinoce
Howaever, If perfoct fruit is salected In the
firnt place. and It Is kept In & ecool, dry
placs, It will remain fresh for a long time,
esupecially If wiped off osonslonally with &
dry cloth.

Saveral dellclons and unususl dishes
which will take the place of baked apples
can be made of quinces,

BAKED QUINCES

Peel and core quinces, filling core with
sugar and a small wsection of preserved
ginger or a dash of grated lemon rind
Place In a baking dish with plenty of
water, for unlike the apple, the quince hus
very little water, Cover the dish and bake
plowly in a moderate oven until tender,
which will take a fow hours. Serve ocold
topped with whipped cream.

To can quinces, peel and carefully remove
all the seeds. Then cul In quarters or amall
portions If desired, and cook in & slightly
heavy syrup. Flaver with lemon. Canned
quinces are sxcellent, not only as & dessert,
but us & combination with any of the winter
frults—oranges, grape fruit or canned pine-
apple—in froit saluds They can alno be
used In fritters, dumplings, tarts, eto, in-
stead of the usual apple or banana Alling

Another very delightful preserve that will
be found excesdingly uceful dyring the
winter days when wvariety In "ruﬂ. and
flavoring In ucwrce, I8 guincs honsy. This

CANDIED QUINCE

Core and nlice the quinces and welgh
Welgh the same amount of sugar as frult,
Scald the quinees, then boll for elght min-
uten. FPlace tham in the kettle coptaining
the sugar and a little water, nnd put Inside
the oven and cook until a deep, clear red.
Hemove from the stove and draln the
quince plecss. An moon as dry cover with
sugar on top and bottom and let them
stand In a dry place over night. Then pack
in dry sugar in jars
